The President's official report 
brimmed with points well worth me- 
morizing.

If 
they brand us as in any whit in- 
ferior to themselves, thev brand 
themselves failures as educators," 
ran his fiery oration. 

" It costs me at least $650 to 
devote my time, etc., to the N. A. 
D. these past two years, " began the 
President's plea for a get-together 
spirit. Yet in that same Conven- 
tion were those who did not scruple 
to charge Howard with every mean 
thing under the sun. I felt hurt to 
think I bad given my friendship to 
such a man. But in a spirit of fair- 
play I later took the meanest tales 
to Howard in private, and suddenly 
flung them full in his face. I scruti- 
nized his features closely for the tell 
tale flicker a liar always has when 
collecting his wits to explain com 
promising incidents ; but from every 
indication Howard told the plain, 
unvarnished truth. Not only did 
he give me a perfectly satisfactory 
explanation of the way every such 
story could originate with the un- 
thinking, but he gave evidence — 
facts* — that would have cleared him 
from all charges were he arraigned, 
for example, in a court of law 

Considering the fact every single 
deaf leader, who has risen 
above mediocrity, has been a target 
for all manner of mud-slinging, 
generally with little or no founda- 
the rumors against Jay Cooke 
Howard can be laughed at as the 
exaggerated perversions of small 
mim Every reader of the 

Journal can recall some incident 
wherein he or she was slandered 
without reason, and on tracing the 
rumor to its source finds "some- 
body " misunderstood the perfectly 
lark of somebody else, 
and passed it on with embellish- 
ments. The more talked about a 
man is, the greater are the chances 
" somebody " will misunderstand a 
remark regarding him.

had never been closer to than 
hundred miles, and furthermore had 
never touched a drop of liquor in 
my life.

Now almost any other busy, both- 
ered leader would have flown into 
a rage at thus being criticized by a 
small spud from God- knows- where, 
and 99 out of 100 chairmen would 
have scorned to make an explanation. 
Williams was that 1 in 100. He 
pointed out that the hotel manage- 
ment demanded every cent of the 
$ 3 pe* plate, since the banquet meant 
not only the food, but the wages of 
a large kitchen force, cooks, waiters, 
dishwashers, maids to clean up the 
mess at two a.m., etc , etc. The 
hotel really made very little profit at 
that, paying those employees at 
standard Union overtime scale. The 
133 tickets sold brought in $399, 
which went to the hotel direct, and 
in addition the Committee itself paid 
$15 for five tickets, $20 for punch, 
$15 for flowers, and $14 in tips to 
the servitors. A total outlay of $64 
over and above the sum derived from 
ticket sales ! 

" No," said Reverend John Keiser, 
the next morning, when I asked him 
how the affair turned out ; " I did 
not get $3 worth of eats, but, jingo, 
it was the best banquet at that p 
I ever tasted, pasted until after 
one p.m., as jolly and well behaved 
a crowd as you could imagine." 

The Ivocal Committee spent 
$182 50 for dainty leather-covered, 
gold stamped pads, presenting each 
visiting delegate with one as a sou- 
venir of the Convention. Of the 
$347.92 left after the convention, 
$125 was sent to Howard toward 
printing the proceedings, and the re- 
mainder to the C. A. D. , which had 
for years unselfishly subordinated its 
own interests to those of the Conven- 
tion. 

Business is a gamble. 

One camera-crack demanded $12 
guarantee to take a flashlight of the 
Ball. Williams refused to guarantee 
the sale of twelve photos, so the 
camera man refused to make a pic- 
ture, although he could probably 
have sold one to each of the forty- 
five deaf men there in full dress. 

Next day this same photographer 
gave Williams a $10 bonus for the 
exclusive privilege of photographing 
the Banquet. Ultimately he sold 
only $19 worth, and created a scene 
in the lobby of the .Dale, when 
Williams refused to return the 
guarantee— which will be found, 
properly entered, on the final finan- 
cial report. Business is all a huge 
gamble. 

The official Convention photo- 
graph, taken at noon Tuesday, was 
made by one Flannigan, who has a 
deaf mother in New York. His 
digital directions for posing were 
nearly as good as those of the great 
and only Pach Pach missed his 
Convention in thirty years, 
having recently withdrawn from 
the Pach Bros, firm and set tip his 
own independent studio, Theodore 
cvelt heading his clientele of 
the great and near great. 

There were photographers by the 
score, ready to take every assembly. 
The delegate who escaped from 
Francisco without being loaded 
down with half a dozen panoramas 
at one dollar apiece, was fortunate.

Yankee Quid Pro Quo. 

It cannot be that anyone truly 
represents the sentiment of the New 
England deaf when tie says they 
are kept from joining the N. A. D., 
either because of indigence or the 
insufficiency of the Quid Pro Quo. 
Such 9 statement is proposterous on 
the face of it, seeing New England 
is one of the most flourishing sec- 
tions of the Union, and the deaf, as 
a whole there are far more affluent 
than those of otner sections, yet we 
find the latter able to join the As- 
sociation and are proud of their 
membership in it, and they do not 
ask where they come in. 

I prefer to believe the Hartford 
correspondent of the Journal spoke 
for himself only, when he made that 
venal excuse for not joining the N 
A. D., and I shall here attest to this 
belief by offering to pay the initia- 
tion fees for five new members, resi- 
dent in New England, who are de- 
sirous of joining the Association but 
are deterred from so doing because 
of the reasons adduced by him. 

I shall not ask for any publica- 
tion of names, nor anything that will 
cause humiliation to the applicants 
for membership under these condi- 
tions, but shall make payment upon 
notification by the Treasurer of the 
N. A. D. in due course I am free 
to say I do not anticipate being 
called upon to make good this offer, 
use I am persuaded that in all 
New England no one now is refrain- 
ing from joining the N. A. I>. on 
account of a lack of funds or for 
mercenary motives, but, if I shall 
have to come across, I shall do so 
ungrudgingly ami with the satis- 
faction that the money is to be well 
spent. 

What is the reason, or the rea 
sons, of the small New England 
membership of the N. A. D? The 
cause or causes which influence nine 
out of ten to refrain from joining a 
body of men and women laboring 
under the same handicap and united 
together for the pursuit of laudable 
ends, ought not to be difficult of dis- 
covery. On the contrary, one would 
think they would be patent to every- 
body — and yet it would seem, 
from reading the Hartford corre- 
spondent's articles that the true cause 
was merely mercenary; that they 
were always after their own emolu- 
ment and aggrandizemeut. 

It has been suggested that a grow- 
ing interest in State Associations 
has much to do with the apathy that 
prevails toward the N. A. 1) If 
this is so, it is unfortunate, and 
should not occur. The growing 
sentiment in favor of a strong, active 
State society, Is commendable, in 
fact, a happy omen for the deaf, but 
there is no reason win it should 
absorb or even lessen fealty to the 
\ D The latter— the National 
»ciat ion— deserves to be maiu- 
d and cherished, if for no other 
on, for what it has done, the 
benefits it has conferred in the past 
upon the deaf as ad rally and 

intellectually. Before its inaugura- 
tion, the deaf were isolated and had 
little acquaintance with those of 
other localities The N. A. D. 
tempted them to go around ; brought 
them in contact with their kind, and 
showed how, once in a while, it is 
good and pleasurable to meet to- 
gether, to make a holiday of the 
•: ing, and enjoy it. 

The N. A. D. has infinitely 

d the horison of life to the 

deaf, and made them feel themselves 

real men and women among their

There is a field of usefulness for 
the N A D. to-day, one that no 
other body can absorb or take over, 
and it should not be allowed to de- 
cline or to languish, and its friends 
are urged not to grow weary of well 
doing, but use every effort to build 
up a greater N. A I). 

In conclusion, I wish to caution all 
friends of the N. A D against the 
ptive tactics employed by its 
enemies, secret and avowed, 

them to disregard and r< 
all false I md malicious state- 

ments, and to Stand manfully and 
loyally by our national body and its 
trusted knowing alv 

that a true interpretation of t 
and the facts themselves, will ever 
prove, as they alvvavs have done, 
that in the N. A D., as a 
Independent, conserving, and con- 
structive force, the deaf have the 
4 and best exponent of their 
and educational advancement 
that the world has ever seen, one 
that it has taken years of s 
Being labors of many heroic 

and women to build, and the 
destruction of which would
